WORRIES N.Y.

(By Universal Service) | 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Smoke! 
in the atmosphere is blanketing ! 
New York from a goodly amount’ 
of precious sunlight, the U. S.. 
Public Health Service announced ; 
today. | 
Surveys of the smoke nuisance! 
in large’ congested cities show a 
sericus ioss of light said the re- 
port which urged further studies 
to improve conditions. 

“Tests now being made at the ; 
lower end of Manhattan Island 
where the air is very smoky, ! 
showed an average loss of day- 
light due to smoke on sunny days 
in January, of 42 per cent at 8 
o'clock in the:morning and of 18 
per cent at noon,” said the re- | 
port. ' 

“These amounts of loss of day- | 
light decreased as the year ad-! 
vanced, to 33 per cent at 8 a. m. 
and 6 per Cent at noon, in June. 
These figures are for clear sunny 
days; for foggy days, the ioss is 
much greater. 

“The loss of light due to smoke 
is greatest early in the morning 
or late in the afternoon and least 
at noon. As would be expected 
the loss of light is greater in the 
winter than in the summer. The 
figures show the importance of 
getting rid of smoke in our large! 
cities. 

“Loss of daylight or the light 
rays is not the only evil result- 
ing from the presence of smoke 
in the atmosphere; smoke also 
cuts to a much greater extent the 
ultra-violet rays which are 7 


necessary to good health.”
